The only survivor of eight children 
of Mr. and Mrs. Benjamin Ammon 
Richards, her father 
Confederate soldier who served in 
Company E, Regiment 20 of the 
Mississippi Infantry during the Civil 
War. He was wounded at the Battle 
of Atlanta. 


The Richards’ family had origi- 
nally come to the New World from 
France in the 1600s and had settled 
in Acadia. Run out from Acadia in 
the 1700s by the English, they had 
come down to Louisiana. Around 
1800, her grandfather, Dorsette 
Richard, had been rewarded by the 
Spanish for fighting with them and 
the Cajuns against the English, with 
a land grant in Biloxi.

IN SEER 


LEORA HIATT "Billie" McEACHERN died on November 17, 1982 in 
Wilmington, North Carolina. For the past 20 years, Billie 
devoted herself to the development of genealogy and local his- 
tory in North Carolina and especially in the southeastern sec- 
tion of the state. Through her classes at Cape Fear Technical 
Institute, she inspired and encouraged numerous budding and ad- 
vanced genealogists. Billie's speeches, delivered in an informal style sprikled with anecdotes about 
“Poor Ned"! and "Miss Ida'', endeared her to audiences of North Carolina genealogists. Her research, which 
she carried out both independently and with others, resulted in the publication of numerous volumes, in- 
cluding gravestone records, county records, genealogies and historical monographs. These volumes con- 
formed to the high standards of accuracy and documentation which she believed to be the mark of the con- 
scientious historian. Billie shared her knowledge and abilities through service on many local and state 
boards. Her contributions have been recognized through numerous honors and awards, including a library 
named in her honor, the Duplin County Historical Society's LEORA H. McEACHERN MEMORIAL LIBRARY in Rose 
Hill, N.C. 24858. Perhaps the highest tribute that can be paid to Billie is to say that she will be

[Abstract of Ltr fromJudge Baxter McFARLAND, Aberdeen, MS, 19 Feb. 1902, to Mr. D. A. McDONALD 
as published in The Carthage Blade, Carthage, Moore Co., NC, issue of 27 Feb 1902]: 


"I notice that you state you were born about 8 miles from Clark's Mills, and that you know 
Malcom, Daniel, and Robert McFARLAND ... John A., son of Daniel, and Robert, son of Malcom, 
still live, but the fathers are dead, and still the two latter live near Jackson's Springs. 


My mother was daughter of Kenneth CLARK, to whom Clark's Mills formerly belonged-- he moved 
from there, as did my father, in 1834. My father and mother were, I suppose married at Clark's 
Mills, the home near there, in 1833. My father's father, Bartholomew (called "Parlan') McFARLAND, 
I suppose, lived in Moore County, near there somewhere. He died in 1813, aged 55 years. He had 

3 daughters, my father's sisters, who married there in Moore County. One married Alex. GRAHAM, 
father of John B. GRAHAM and Others; one married Malcom CLARK, of whom you wrote, and both had 
families...another married a McDONALD, who died, and they had no family. A brother of my father, 
Alexander McFARLAND, married a daughter of Archibald CLARK, a brother of my grandfather, oe kage 
CLARK, and a brother also of Nevin CLARKE, father of Malcom CLARKE --all of whom, I Suppose; "x

My mother has a sister who married Col. William JACKSON and they had children who. lived nea

man of her own name, had children, all of whom, I think went to Missouri early in the century 

just gone. I think that other McFARLANDs, besides old John's family, came to North Carolina from 
Scotland about the same time he did, some of whom perhaps were his kindred. My father's name was 
George W., ...born in 1806 in Moore County, removed here in 1834, shortly after he was married. 

I was born here in 1839, and have never been in that part of North Carolina. I had a son educated 
in a Military School at Winston and Lagrange, and another awhile in Fayetteville,-- one was Captain 
-and the other lst Lieutenant in a company that went from here into the late Spanish war. 


I don't know whether or not any descendants of "old John" remain in that county. From all accounts 
he and his son "Parlan'' were fine men. They were descended from the old Chiefs of the Clan McFARLANE, 
in direct male line. His (John's) grandfather was killed in the battle of Malplaquet, under 
MARLBOROUGH, in 1709; he was a son of the chief of the old clan. 


My father's mother was Flora McKAY, a daughter of Alexander McKAY, who was a delegate to a pro- 
visional congress at Halifax I think, about 1774 or 1775, or both times... He married Kathrine 
McMILLAN, they had two sons, Alexander and Daniel, both of whom had families. 


My grand father's father's name (my great grand father) I have recently learned was Kenneth CLARKE. 
He came from Scotland about 1760, bought land in Cumberland (as it then was) from Neill McNEILL, 
who (McNEILL) bought up large bodies of land there 1747. This Kenneth CLARKE, besides my grand 
father Kenneth, Nevin, Archibald, before mentioned, had sons, --John, his oldest, killed during 
the revolutionary war, leaving two sons, Malcom and Daniel, who had families, and one daughter-- 
Malcom another son of "old Kenneth" removed to S.C. and raised a family, and Daniel, another son, 
to Arkansas; --all these were raised in that region. Archibald and Nevin had families. "Old 
Kenneth" married a McDUFFIE (or McAFEE, same name in Scotch) in Scotland, I think, whether any 
brothers came with him from Scotland, I don't know. 

I know nothing of the ancestry of Col. William JACKSON, or whether he had kin there or not. Perhaps 
Jackson's Springs are named for him, and he may have lived there, or near there. My grandfather 
Kenneth CLARKE married a Miss McMILLAN, also named Kathrine...her father was Archibald McMILLAN, 
whether related to the McMILLAN Alex McKAY married, I don't know. John CLARKE (who was killed) 
married a Miss CURRIE. So you see I am Scotch all around and ought to be able to go there and beat 


anybody but a Scotchman for congress.

CLARK - Died of Bright"s disease and old age, in Mobile, 
Alabama, OCtober 9, 1883, my mother, Mrs. Sarah B. Clark, aged 
seventy-one years and one day. Mother had been in Mobile six 
weeks with her son-in-law, Col. Price Williams, under medical 
treatment. Her sufferings were very great. Each day for a 

monthprevious to her death, it was thought she might not live 
another day. She often spoke of dying, and prayed to be re- 
leased from her agonies, principally intense nausea. God was 
nearto her in her sufferings, and she praised his holy name, 
often saying, "Oh, how precious Jesus is to me in my extremity!". 


I was with her seventeen days. Many times did we, the 
five of her living children, - two sons and three daughters, - 
gather around what we thought her dying bed, but as we sang and 
prayed with her, she would revive again. For a few hours before 
her death, she was granted relief from her great sufferings; 
and as she fell asleep without a struggle, I felt to praise 
the Lord that her pilgramage was done, the battle fought, the 
victory won, and the crown laid up. 


"She shall sleep, but not forever; 
There shall be a glorious dawn; 
We shall meet to part, no, never, 
On the resurrection morn". 


It is but a little while, and "He that shall come will come 
and: will.ijnot. tarry." 


Mother was born near Augusta, Ga., Oct. 7, 1812. Her 
parents removed to the territory of Alabama. When they arrived 
in Mobile, in_1818, it was but a small village. She was married 
near Mobile, in 1827, to Ebenezer Clark, a ship-carpenter of New 
York City. hey Lied there many years. From thence they moved 
to” our old homestead, Three Rivers, in Jackson Co., Miss. where 
she has lived for forty years. 


Mother lived a widow for twenty-seven years. Father died. 
away from home at a watering-place, and she neversaw his grave. 
“She was a member of the Methodist church for nearly forty years. 
Mother had fourteen children. Her son John Tyler Clark, whom 
she mourned as dead, was in California the last letter she had 


from him twelve years ago. 


Dear Mother proved that the firth commandment was sacred 
to her, by many years of patient, careful, and gentle attention 
to her blind, deaf, and helpless mother, who died two years ago, 
aged ninety-three years. Her relatives on the side of her father, 
Aaron Burleson, are said to complse one of the largest families 
in the United States; a history of them is now being written. 
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Mother possessed sixteen slaves. She often said she was 


sorry she ever owned them, as they proved anything but a blessing 
to her. 


She loved very dearly Mrs. C.O. Taylor, who made us a visit 
just prior to her death. She also esteemed very highly the 
friendship of Eld. Taylor.

He was a Confederate 
veteran, and had numerous friends, not only among the 
veterans, but to all walks of life. 

Captain Clark is survived by his widow, who resides here 
in Pascagoula, and by a brother, Capt. John Clark, who 
resides in Mobile, and the following children: Messrs. 
Richard Clark, of Heron, Ala.; Wm. Clark and O. F. Clark,of 
Pascagoula; Chas. Clark, of Biloxi; and Mrs. Albert Richards, 
also of Pascagoula. Besides this he has twenty-one 
grandchildren and nine great-grandchildren. 

Captain Clark was one of the old guard that is fast 
passing away, as the ranks of the Confederate veterans are 
growing thinner and thinner, leaving only a few of the 
gallant men of that memorable struggle, and their places are 
being taken by a generation of men that seem to care less for 
the mementos of the past. In this respect alone, the loss of 
one of the old veterans is to be regretted. In addition, 
Captain Clark was a good citizen, a kind and loving husband 
and father, and a warm friend, whose place at the fireside 
cannot easily be filled. 

We join the many friends of the widow and family in 
extending our sincerest sympathy in their bereavement.

Burbridge said. 

Clark was extremely troubled by the events of 
Sept. 11, 2001, Burbridge said. “It really flew 
him for-a loop. He worried about it and he cried 
like a baby. It really beared on his mind,” she said. 

Exactly a year later, Clark had a stroke, ending 
his fiddle-playing days. “That’s what hurt him so 
bad after the stroke. He couldn’t use his arms to 
play the fiddle,” said Floyd Raines of Hurley,:a 
friend of over 60 years and former bandmate. 

“A good fiddle tune would come on the radio 
and tears would come in his eyes.” 

Along with the stroke, Clark suffered from 
inoperable brain tumors and diabetes. But 
instead of putting him in a nursing home, his 
wife, Ina Katherine Baria Clark, and his children 
opted to care for him at his home, the Lazy C 
Ranch. 

_ It was where he would have wanted to be, 


Burbridge said. 

Clark spent many nights on his front porch, 
plucking at the fiddle strings with Raines and 
anyone else who could keep the tune. 

No one played the fiddle at Clark’s funeral, 
although someone in the family sang Falling 
Leaves, Clark’s favorite old gospel song. 

“They always sang it at the reunions and birth- 
day parties they'd play at,” Burbridge said. “It’s 


_ about having more friends at your funeral than 


leaves on the ground.” 

Clark, a Leakesville native who called Hur- 
ley home for 53 years, was a retired carpenter at 
Ingalls Shipbuilding. He spent his last years 
raising cows, pigs and soybeans, along with oper- 
ating a dump truck and backhoe business on 
the side. He had seven children, 14 grandchildren 
and 11 great-grandchildren.

It is not my intent to try and reprint everything that has ever been 
written about our Scottish ancestorse I do hope to catalog and briefly describe 
the materials that I know of as being available and that you tell me about, 

I want to pull out of the woodwork such documents as wills that have never been 
probated, family letters, bible records, family histories, journals, and 
such and print them in full, To give an example of what I am talking about I 
will include in this issue some of this type material relating to my Clark, 
McLean and Smith kin.

Alt were related directly or indirectly, by blood or 
by marriage to Hector Macneal the First of Losset. (6) 


Hector's father Lachlan Macneill Buie of Tirfergus 
(1611-1695) an elder of the Highland Church must have been a 
very remarkable man. He was the son, presumably, of Neil 
Buie McNeill who in 1594 witnessed a Bond of Manrent between 
Kintyre McNeills and Sir James McDonald of Kintyre and who in 
1609 was in possession of Machrihanish and other lands. 
Lachlan seems to have escaped completely unscathed from 
the dynastic and religious wars which devastated Kintyre during 
most of his life. By his first marriage with Mary McNeill 
‘of Carskiey he had four sons and two daughters and by his 
second marriage with Margaret McAllister of Tore he had four 
sons and four daughters. Three of his sons settled in the 


North of Ireland. The remaining five became lairds respectively 
of Tirfergus, Losset, Ugadale (through marriage) Kilchrist 
and Machrihanish in Kintyre. Hector of Losset, Lachlan's 


fifth son, who died before September 1730, was survived 

‘by his second wife Florence Campbell who was a sister of 
Duncan Campbell of Kilduskland, Ardrishaig, the first of the 
pioneers to be named in the North Carolina Assembly resolution. 
Florence must have been a considerable person herself, as she 
had already buried Lachlan McLachlan of McLachlan and McDonald 
of Largie, her two previous husbands and chiefs of two of the 


oldest families in Argyll. 


Hector's heir was his unmarried son Dugald,the second 
named Scotch Gentleman, who prior to 1739 raised as much as 
he could on the security of Losset presumably to finance the 


venture. 


Coll McAllister, the fourth named was fiar of Ballinakill. 
He was closely related to the McAllisters of Loup. His father, 
Ronald in Dunskeig, who acquired Ballinakill in 1717 is buried 
in Clachan, his name being added to a mediaeval stone presumably 
erected to an ancestor. (5) Coll, too, sold his lands to 
finance the venture. His wife Janet McNeill who accompanied 
him was Dugald Lossett's sister. 


Neil McNeill of Ardelay in Gigha is the fifth named. 
His wife was Grizel Campbell, a cousin of Kilduskland and of 
Hector's widow,while his daughter Florence married Alexander» 
Coll's youngest son and Dugald Lossett's nephew. He sold 
Ardelay in 1738 to John McLachlan in Daill in Islay. (7) 


r Daniel (or Donald) McNeill (the third mentioned) is 
‘designed in contemporary letters as "of Taynish". He was

and Elizabeth Campbell, daughter of Mr Alexander Campbell, 
[Advocate, Commissar of the Isles. Like Duncan Campbell and 
iNeil McNeill he was a-direct descendant of Patrick Dow, grandson 
of the third laird of Auchinbreck,and was related to Hector 


of Losset. 


Lachlan of Tirfergus' fourth son Torquil acquired 
Ugadale by marriage with the heiress Barbara McKay, whose 
‘family according to some authorities preceded Somerled in 
Kintyre and who held their lands under a charter of Robert 
Bruce. On Torquil's death he was succeeded by his son Neil 
who stabilised the spelling of the family name in his branch 
as McNeal, later extended to MacNeal. 


Neil, known as "the Baron"™ took over the Bonds on Losset 
granted by his cousin Dugald and eventually acquired that 
estate where he normally resided, so founding the family 
of MacNeal of Ugadale and Losset. 


Neil had a brother, Captain Hector Macneal,a merchant 
shipmaster, who for at least twenty five years sailed and 
traded between Boston, the West Indies, the African Coast and 
Bristol. The correspondence between the brothers sheds some 
light on the origins of the Carolina Settlement. 


Hector's letters show him to have been a steady, sober, 
hard working master mariner of a type that was to become very X~- 
familiar in the succeeding century. He married in 1732 
Elizabeth, daughter of a Boston merchant,Cuthbert Campbell,who 
later moved to Rhode Island,and who was probably identical 
with the citizen described in 1714 as having lately possessed 
a house in New Street, Campbeltown. Hector was constantly 
meeting Scots relatives and acquaintances on his travels 
particularly in the West Indies and he even found a cousin 
who was surgeon in a Swedish ship he came across in Cadiz. 

In 1731 he wrote that "it is reported that Archie Caradele 
is living in New York and is in a very good way". 


Hector may have contributed to the idea of an American 
settlement when he wrote from Boston on 4th May 1736 as 
follows, 5 

"I should be glad to know if I could have any encouragement 

to gett 200 or 250 passengers from the North of Ireland 

to New England, who could pay for their passage if a ship 
was sent there to take them abroad. You may easily be 
informed of this from our friends in Belfast. No doubt 
the Highlands could also spare many who if industrious 

and versed in husbandry might with little charge procure

About ten years ago some families that came to New England 

from the North of Ireland settled themselves in a place 

which they now call Nuttfield. They being joined by 
others, have improved so much in linens and woollens

the Country...............and have also vastly improved 
their lands". 


Cn 27th September 1737 he was thanking Neil for having 
taken so much trouble about passengers,and in November 


returned to the same theme enquiring - "Whether I can be of 
service of a freight with passengers for America next 
Spring". 


He could take advantage of a voyage to the North of Ireland 
for such emigrants to visit his relatives in Kintyre. He 
repeated his suggestion in a letter from Bristol on 13th 
January 1738. 


His relatives had a different idea. They favoured 
North Carolina rather than New England and asked Captain 
Hector for his advice in this connection. He gave it on 
2nd July 1738. 


"You mentioned several of our relations that designed to 
come to America and settle in North Carolina. I wish they 
may have the desired success but I assure you that Province 
is remarkable for knaves and villains of all sorts. I was 
once in North Carolina and found the people of that country 
to be the worst sett of men I ever knew. However as Neill 
Du of Gigha has been there no doubt he is a better judge 

of both people and country than I can be". 


Neill Du was of course Neil of Ardelay and he evidently 
reassured the family sufficiently for the North Carolina venture 
to proceed. 


The "Thistle" probably landed her passengers at Brunswick, 
N.C. as the river port of Wilmington had not then been developed 
They were then faced with a ninety mile journey by canoe or 
lighter to the area-that was later named Cross Creek in 
Bladen County on the Upper Cape Fear River where most of the 
original land grants were situated. The journey took at 
least a week. 


In 1760 the Colonial Assembly appointed a committee to 
determine the location of a trading town on the Upper Cape 
Fear River and in 1762 the town of Campbellton was chartered 
with a county court house to be erected there. It never 
developed to the extent that its founders hoped and in 1778 
the court house moved to Cross Creek, which was renamed Upper 
Campbellton. In 1783 in honour of the French Marshal Lafayette 
both settlements were incorporated in the new and now flourishing 
city of Fayetteville. While there is no real evidence, 
and various reasons have been advanced for the original 
choice of name, Campbeltonians will be happy to approve the 
theory that it was named after their home town. 


Unfortunately the old Bladen Court House was burnt down 
with the destruction of records prior to the erection of 


Cumberland County in 1754 so that it is not always possible 
to identify other settlers or to tell exactly what happened 


to them. 


Dugald Macneal, unmarried and without issue was dead 
by 1741. His plantation, named Port Neill, the same as an 
Irish cousin's estate, was not finally disposed of till 30 


years after his death 


Coll McAllister probably died about 1745. The fate 
of his two sons is however very well documented. Hector ,the 
older. returned to Scotland. He married and resided in Arran 
where his daughter Mary married Neil Shannon 4th of Lephinstrath 


who joined her in the McAllister home at Monyquill and later 
Springbank, Arran. F 


A tragic letter dated from Monyquill, May 31, 1774 
tells of the loss of his only son Charles. 


"He and one of his sisters in the month of February 

was going to Islay to see their friends there and by some 
fatal accident he fell overboard and was lost between 
Arran and Kantyre. In two days thereafter his remains 

was found accidentally by fishermen on Island Davarr in 

the mouth of Campbeltown harbour which we was acquanited 
of by Express and was the first account of the fatal 
misfortune when we believed vessel and all on board 
perished till ane express from Islay in two days thereafter 
brought an account all was safe but my son". 


There is a persistent tradition in Arran that the captain 
of the vessel, aRevenueCutter,hnad made unwelcome advances to 
young Charles' sister and when he intervened the captain knocked 
him overboard. 


In the same letter Hector makes some acid comments which 
gives credence to the belief that he was an ardent Jacobite, 
or at least “agin' the Government". 


"In an oppressed country reduced to beggary I shall long 
day and night till I get clear of it................ 

I believe dr Brother I shall never think myself happy 
this side of time until I see you and my friends in 
Carolina where I hope to be while I live to breath the 
air of liberty". : 


Among the eight persons reported by the Surveyor of 
Customs in Campbeltown as having been concerned in the rebellion 
of 1745/6 was James Bain Fullarton, described as Merchant, 
Glencloy,Arran and who was Hector's father-in-law and Hector 
McAllister, also Merchant of Glencloy who was presumably 


the same Hector (9). 


Coll's younger son Alexander was an outstanding citizen. 
he was a founder elder of Bluff Church in which the first 
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minister was the Campbeltonian James Campbell . He was Colonel 
of the Cumberland County Militia in the Revolution, a member 

of important State Committeesand a member of the North Carolina 
Senate. His correspondence (written from his estate of Barmore 
named after the home of the McAlisters of Tarbert) with his chief 
Angus McAllister of Loup, his brother Hector and others in 
Scotland show him to have been a perfervid American patriot. 


In 1770 he writes the Laird of Loup. 


"As for the peoples notion of this place they see but 
through a dark glass. If they could see clearly not one 
poor man would stay in that country where they are always 
kept at hard labour and never get ahead. This is the 
best poor man's country I have heard of* 


There is also a constant reference to new emigrants 
mainly from the Clachan district and enquiries as to the 


welfare of others. 


He has many descendants in the United States who have 


distinguished themselves in public life. His first wife was 
Flora, Ardelay's daughter,and his second Jean Colvin daughter 
of Alexander Colvin, certainly of Campbeltown. His sister 


Isabella married Ferquhard Campbell who was a very prominent 
citizen before during and after the Revolution and who like 

his brother-in-law Alexander McAllister was one of the first 
elders of Bluff Church. They also have numerous descendants. 


Neil du of Ardelay also succeeded in his new country. 
His son, Hector McNeill of the Bluff, who married Coll 
McAllister's daughter Mary, was the first Sheriff of the newly 
created Cumberland County in 1754. Another son Duncan married 
Loveday daughter of the Rev. James Campbell and they left many 
descendants. Neil himself was dead by 1749. 


Daniel of Taynish also prospered. Of his numerous 
stock the best known, in this country at least, is “Whistler's 
mother" who in reproduced form graced many a late Victorian 
parlour in company with the companion portrait of Thomas Carlyle 
painted by her son James McNeill Whistler. Daniel survived 
till at least 1774. 


Duncan Campbell of Kilduskland did not remain long in the 
Colonies. He returned to Scotland and in 1756 he sold his 


American Estates through his Attorney, "Bluff" Hector McNeill. 


He appeared before the Presbytery of Inveraray on 3rd 
November 1741 to appeal for the provision of a Gaelic speaking 
minister for the colony but was unsuccessful since this want 
was not met till the arrival of James Campbell in 1758. 


It would seem that the Thistle did not sail direct from 
“Campbeltown to America. It may be deduced that Dugald of 
Losset with his followers boarded her there and that she 
then called at Gigha to pick up the others.

This is suggested by the fact that Kilduskland executed 

on 28th June 1739 a Factory & Commission in favour of Dugald 

McTavish Yr. of Dunardry (10). The Deed was signed at Ardminish, 

Gigha (the home of Daniel Taynish) and narrates that the 

granter "is about to leave the Kingdom for Cape Fair in 


America". 


Corroboration is to be found in a letter written by 
Alexr. McAlister of Cour on 17th August 1770 to Alexander 


in America. 


"I was an entire stranger to you till our friend John 
Currie arrived at America tho’ I saw you take ship at 
Giga". 

There are constant reminders of the importance and 
relative mobility of sea travel when there were no adequate 
roads. Hector McAlister in 1754 described one of his 
frustrated attempts to return to Carolina. He had tentatively 
arranged with the "Merchants of Campbeltown" to take himself 
with twenty or thirty families but when he got there he found 
that only two or three days before they had contracted to 
take a shipload to Philadelphia (Was Revd. James Campbell 
among them?). He immediately sent by sea to Jura where he 
understood an arrangement had fallen through but found he 
had been misinformed and that the ship had already been 
filled with emigrants. His disappointment was greater in 
that he had hoped to bring a Minister, Mr Neil McLeod - a 
good preacher, master of the Highland tongue and "a very Gx 
popular man amongst the commonality". 


Family correspondence did not continue beyond the 1830's 
but the descendants of these pioneers have never forgotten 
their Highland ancestry. Many still return on visits to 
this country and show a very great interest in their roots.

Mre Fields introduction to the Volumes says so much about Cumberland 
County and it's court system in so few words that I have obtained his permission 
to quote it for youe e 


"Introduction 


Cumberland, cut off from Bladen in 1754, is one of North Carolina's old~ 
er counties and for the first hundred years of its existence, embraced an area 
of more than three times its present size. It has, moreover, been fortunate 
in having suffered no significant loss of its records,none of which, however, 
hes been published. Of these, the minutes of the Court of Pleas and Quarter 
Sessions are probably least accessible and most varied, containing information 
. of both genealogical and general historical interest. It is an appropriate 
recognition of the bicentennial, therefore, to begin publication of the. county 
records with these minutes. 


In the early 1730's settlers first began moving into the area that was 
to become Cumberland and, because Bladen has suffered almost total destruction 
of its records in two court house fires, the first twenty years! record of 
these settlers is lost. 


A tax list of Cumberland for 1755 survives, on which are listed 302 whites, 
11 mulattoes and 63 negroes, with the laconic note by the clerk that he " is of 
the Opinion that there is Nigh thirty Taxables more in the sd County who have 
not Given in their lists of Taxables", The majority of these settlers were pro- 
bably well established by that time, else there would have been no grounds for 
cutting off a new county, so, although the early Bladen records of their begin 
nings are lost, most of them can be reasonably well documented by the subsequ- 
ent Cumberland records.

His 
ancestors, particularly his grandfather, had suffered much in the 
wars that had desolated Scotland, and fell heaviest on the Presby- 
terians. Being constrained to flee for his life, his grandfather took 
two of his sons and went to Ireland, and saw many trials and suf- 
ferings, which were brought to a close by the battle of the Boyne, 
that decided the fate of the British dominions. Returning to 
Scotland after the peace, he sought his family ; leaving the vessel, 
he ascended a hill that overlooked his residence, and gazed in sad- 
ness over the desolation that met his eye; to use his own words, 
“but three smokes in all Jura could be seen.” Not a member of 
his family could be found to tell the fate of the rest. ‘They had 
all perished in the persecutions. He returned to Ireland to find AL 
his cup of bitterness, overflowing as it was, made still more bitter 
“by the death of one of his two sons. After some time he return- 
ed, and spent the remainder of his days in Jura, having for his 
second wife one whose sufferings had been equal tohisown. Her 
infant had been taken from her arms, its head severed from its body 
in her presence, and used by a ruffian, twisting his hand in its hair, 
to beat the mother on the breast till she was left fordead. Gilbert, 
the only surviving child of his first wife, returned with his father to 
Jura, and there lived and reared a family.

FOOTE'S SKETCHES 


Foote's Sketches of North Carolina first appeared in 1846. A second 
edition was printed in 1912, The latest and third edition was edited by Rev. 
Harold J. Dudley and published in 1965 by the Historical Committee of the 
Synod of North Carolina and the North Carolina Presbyterian Historical Soc, 


Below is a portion of the preface of the third edition as prepared by 
Reve Dudley: 


I am indebted to Mr. Malcolm Fowler of Lillington, N. C., 

probably the foremost living authority on the Upper Cape Fear 
for a critical review of the section of the Sketches dealing with the 
upper Cape Fear country. 


On Chapter X, ‘‘The Settlement of the Scotch on the River Cape 
Fear, and the Reverend James Campbell”, he offers the following 
observations: 


Re: ‘‘the arrival on the Cape Fear of Alexander Clark 
in 1736 with a shipload of emigrants. Foote quotes as his 
authority records in the possession of descendants of the 
said Alexander Clark . . . Nowhere have I found reference 
to a shipload of emigrants coming over from Scotland — 
or elsewhere — in 1736, and settling on the Cape Fear. 


“Diligent search of land grant records shows that a 

Joseph Clark did survey a number of tracts of land above 
and below present-day Fayetteville for some Lower Cape 
Fear speculators, for the most part in 1733. Two of these 
surveys were for Hugh Campbell and his wife Magdalene 
Campbell, the earliest Scottish names I have found on the 
Upper Cape Fear. 
“Alexander Clark did come over in 1736 in company with 
Dugald, Hector, and Neill McNeill, Alexander McAllister, 
Duncan Campbell, and several more ‘Scottish gentlemen’ 
to explore the Upper Cape Fear. These men were evi- 
dently acting as agents for the Argyll Colony of Argyll- 
shire, Scotland. They didn’t care for the rich lands of 
Bladen and the Lower Cape Fear. These men were High- 
landers who sought and found a hill country. 


“Most of them returned to Scotland with news of their 
discoveries. In September, 1739, they landed at Wilming- 
ton with the first shipload of 350 Scottish emigrants. 

“Land grants to these new settlers bear the date of 1740, 
with a steady increase of grants to people bearing Scottish 
names as the years went by. It would appear that 1739 
is the correct date for arrival of the Scottish emigrants, 


not 1729. 


More shall be said of Rev Foote's Sketches when we get to a review of the book.

‘This worthy evangelist, the Rev. James Campbell, was born in — 


Campbelton, on the peninsula of Kintyre, in Argyleshire, Scotland. 
Of his early history little is known ; and too little has been pre- 
served of his pioneer labors in later life. About the year 1730 he 
emigrated to America, a licensed preacher in the Presbyterian 
Church, and landed at Philadelphia. He soon became connected 
with a congregation of Scotch emigrants somewhere in Pennsyl- 
vania, and labored in the ministry with them for a time. 

: His attention being turned to 
his countrymen on the Cape Fear, Mr. Campbell emigrated to 
North Carolina in the year 1757, and took his residence on the left 
bank of the Cape Fear, a few miles above Fayetteville, nearly 
opposite to the Bluff church. 

His preaching places appear to have been three, for regular 
congregations, on the Sabbath, besides occasional and irregular 
preaching, as the necessitics of the country required. For ten or 
twelve years he preached on the southwest side of the river below 
the Bluff, in a meeting-house near Roger McNeill’s, and called 


“‘Roger’s mecting-house.” Here Hector McNeill (commonly 
called Bluff Hector) and Alexander McAlister, acted as Elders. 
After the death of Mr. Campbell, and about the year 1787, the 
“‘ Bluff Church” was built, and Duncan McNeill (of the Bluff, 
Hector being dead) and Alexander McAlister, and perhaps others, 
officiated as Elders. 

Soon after his removal to Carolina, Mr. Campbell commenced 
preaching at Alexander Clark’s, and continued his appointments 
for a number of years. About the year 1746, John Dobbin, who 
had married the widow of David Alexander in Pennsylvania, and 
had resided in Virginia, near Winchester, about a year, removed 
to Carolina; and, while the Alexander families that came with him 
took their abode on the Hico or the Yadkin, he fixed his residence 
on the Cape Fear, somewhat against the inclinations of his wife 
and step-daughter. The situations on the river being esteemed 
less healthy than those more remote, Mr. Doblin and others took 
their abode on Barbacue ; and about the year 1758 Mr. Campbell 
began to preach at his house, and continued so to do till the 
<‘Barbacue Church” was built, about the year 1765 or 1766. 
The first Elders of this church were—Gilbert Clark, eldest son 
of Alexander Clark, and step-son of John Dobbin (having married 
Ann Alexander), one of the first magistrates of Cumbcrland 
county, under the Colonial Government,—Duncan Buie, who carly 
in the Revolutionary war removed to the Cape Fear River, nearly 
opposite the Bluff Church,—Archibald Buie of Green Swamp,— 
and Daniel Cameron of the Hill. 


Mr. Campbell also began to preach soon after his coming to 
Carolina, at McKay’s, now known as Long Street, one of the 
places visited by Mr. McAden in his first journey through Caro- 
lina. A church was built about the year 1765 or ’66, the time at 
which Barbacue was built. The first elders were Malcom Smith, 
Archibald McKay, and Archibald Ray. ‘This congregation is still 
in existence, and though much curtailed in extent and numbers, 
flourishes. 

These three congregations were the principal places of Mr. 
Campbell’s preaching, and for a time accommodated the greater 
part of the Scotch settled in Cumberland. As the emigration 
continued new neighborhoods were formed, and the limits of these 
congregations contracted: and one after another the numerous 
churches in Cumberland, Robeson, Moore and Richmond, and 
Bladen, were gathered, some of which now surpass in numbers 
these ancient mothers.

"THE ARGYLL COLONY 


When the good Reverend William Henry Foote published his Sketches of 
North Carolina in 1846 he threw in a few errors-—typographical and otherwise. 
Some of these were dillies too. It wouldn't have been so bad had the errors 
been confined to the Reverend's book but succeeding generations of historians- 
faithful copycats that they are - have copied his errors word for word down to 
the last period. 

For a sampling we will mention some: Alexander Clark did not bring over 
a shipload of Scots in 1736, Alexander was probably a member of the committee 
which did come over in 1736 to explore the Cape Fear Country with a view to set- 
teling there. The Reverend Foote states Clark found the Bluff already settled 
by Hector McNeill-—he actually settled it in 1742 - and with other settlers as 
early as 1729, He cites as proof an old McFarland home torn down recently with 
a chimney brick marked 1729, 

As a matter of fact there were no Scots-Highlanders or otherwise - settled 
in the Cape Fear Country in 1729. Minutes of the New Hanover County Court do 
mention Hugh Campbell, William Forbes and James Innes in 1732, And the Land 
Grant Office at Raleigh does show these three took up land in what is now Cumb- 
erland County in 1733. But this was a purely speculative venture and it is 
doubtful if either of them ever set foot in Cumberland, 

They were the only Highlanders in a group of speculators on the lower 
cape Fear who hired Joseph Clark, a Jura Scot, and surveyor to run off lands 
for them above Rockfish Creek in Cumberland County. They could smell profits 
from this venture further than a bloodhound could smell a runaway slavee"

The first 20 pages of this book are missing. Each entry is not numbered in the original book but I have 
numbered them here as a convenience to the reader. Abstracted by Dorothy Scott Johnson. 


The Judge of Probate in all cases, unless otherwise noted, is John G. Dixon. 


Page 21. The first page in this book begins: ". . . of July, 1855. Thomas Wilson, Attorney in fact 
for their guardian Thomas Loyd who resides in Arkansas.'' This is all that is left of the written 
record in that case since the first 20 pages are missing. 


Page 21. Jan. 22, 1857. Annual Settlement for year 1856 in the estate of John Holland, decd., 
wames P. Holland, Administrator. Gross: $115.62 less $7.20 to John D. Davis; $9.30 to J. D. 
Russell; and $9.10 judge's fee. Net $96.02. 


Page 21. March 18, 1856. Insolvancy Claim by Patrick Ragland, administrator of estate of Jeffer 
Fulcher, deceased. Claims against estate: $1300. - Credit: $24. - Balance outstanding: $1276. 
Ragland avers that estate is "greatly insolvent" and prays the court to act accordingly. 


Page 22. March 25, 1856. Margaret Starkey (signed by ''X"'), admx. of estate of John T. Starkey, 
deceased. Court ordered admx. to sell certain lands of the estate at public auction which she did 
on March 26, 1856. Margaret Starkey, admx., purchased the property (not listed) for $2000. 
Sworn to and subscribed May 3, 1856. 


Note: This entry is somewhat confusing in that it begins on Page 22 and is completed on Page 31. 
It appears that Pages 23 through 30 were tipped into this book and are possibly part of the first 
pages in the book. I am giving this entry in its entirety. 


Page 22. "The undersigned by leave as the Administrator of the estate of Leonard Cardin, Decd., 
late of said county, to submit for your approval the following report of the sale of the slaves be- 
longing to the estate of the Decendent to wit:

Leonard Cardin on March 10, 1856. Signed by John Berry, Margaret Berry, and James S. Cardin 
The land of the estate sold same day and purchased by James S. Cardin for $3700. on 12 month 
credit with two securities and with estate retaining a lein until property paid for. Cardin failed to 
comply with order of sale and real estate now considered unsold. Heirs asked Probate Court for 
another time to sell real estate. Signed by John Berry, Margaret Cardin, and James L. Cardin, 
administrators of Leonard Cardin, deceased. Dated May 8, 1856. 


Page 23. Note: Pages 23 and 24 are quite battered and yellow and appear to be stuck into this 
book with Scotch tape.
